"Char-coal?" slowly repeated the 
druggist, fie pronounced the word 
softly as if h(< were studying how 
far the question would lead. Then 
ho 8'iid, " The charcoal that we sell 
for meiliciue is made in two dif- 
ferent ways." 

Sandy McLaurin had been help- 
ing in the driiK-slore. One of liis 
tasks was to fill some small boxes 
with willow charcoal There was 
now H lull ill business, and -the 
drutrgist whs in the back room; so 
Sandy asked the question aliout 
what he had been handling. 

" Ore way, " continued the druur- 
gist, " is to arrange long, thick 
pieces ofwoiKJ in a coneslmped pile 
This is then eoveiv<l wjih sod, or 
earth, leaving one small opening at 
the top and several at the bottom 
Then the wood is .set on (ire, and 
graduall> the holes through the sod 
(left to make a draft at first) are 
closed. The wood burns slowly. 
I>ecause th« air is kept from it, and 
fiiiall.v is changed into sticks of 
cliarcoal, instead of crumbling to 
ashes, when burned in a stove. At 
a last step the charcoal sticks are 
crushed into powder in a mill 

"Another way of making char- 
coal is to put heavy pieces of wood 
into closed iron cylinders, which 
are then heated. The piinciplo is 
the same as in the old-fashioned 
way, when wood is coveied with 
sod; that is, the wood was burned 
away from contact of air. All the 
big powder-mills make charcoal in 
this way." 

" Is charcoal used in gun power?" 
asked Sandy 

"Yes. In fact, a large proportion 
of all the charcoal that is made is 
consumed in manufacturing pow- 
der. 

" Charcoal is largely compesad of 
the chemical element carbon. An 
element, I think I told you once, is 
a sulistance that, has not ever been 
decomposed or split up into other 
simpler substances. G<dd and 
copper are elements. The whole 
world is made up of about sixty- 
seven elements. Bj- and l>y, 
when you are further on in youi 
studies, you will learn that thc 
elements are ihe A, H, C of chemis- 
try. You will learn that water i.-< 
made up of hydrogen and oxygen 
trase"; sail is formed of sodium 
and chlorine; and sugar contains 
carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen 
Everything tliat you eat or drink or 
wear is composed of some of the 
sixty-seven elements We'll go 
back- to carbon, however; tliat is 
what started my talk of 'elements.' 
" Carijon has a wonderful family 
The aristocrat of it is the diamond. 
I thouiiht you would look surprise.! 
at that remark Nevorthless, all of 
those diamonds that you see in the 
jeweler's window are pure caubon 
They are carbon crystallized — the 
most permanent of gems, for they 
can neiiher be mebed nor dissolved 
The Czar of Russia has set in the 
end (»f his scepter a diamond that is 
said to be woi-tli three quarters of a 
million (blhirs, and there is one in 
Kngland that W(>iglis mu(>h less than 
a silver dollar, but it is valued at 
six hundred and twenty-fl^e thou- 
sand dollars. 

" The closest relative of the ilia- 
mond is smooth Mack substance 
called giaphit(>. In one form you 
handle it every daj-, for graphite 
is used in making lead-pencils. 
(T"sciirbon is a cousin ot the 
diamond, and is obtained, as you 
might imagine from the name, in 
Ihe process of makini; Kas." 

" Why, did you tell me about 
that before when you spoke of (zas? 
I thought only thiee things came 
from bituminous coal — gas, coal- 
tar, and coke," Sandy remarked. 

"You are rorrcct, Sandy; but 
gas carbon is another name for 
ooke," Ihe druggist answered, 

" Now, thh diamond gives 
exquisite and inimitable sparkles 
of light, which make it of ureal 
value as a jewel; but it gives only 
the pleasur<> of possession. Its so- 
lier-hued. cousin, coke, afTords broad 
l)eams of light, making the path of 
night easy to travel, and lessening 
the crime that used to prevail in 
dimly light«'d city streets. For 
fr(un coke the long black pencils, 
or 'caibiuis,' iiseti in at-c-liglit*< are 
made. First the coke is ground to 
fin© powder. Then it is mixed 
with mola.sses and made Into a very 
thick dough. After beiny rolled 
into long cylinders having a thick- 



ness about equal to the diameter 
of a twenty-fiTe-cents piece, it is 
liaked. And night after night, in 
allseaeons, the power that we know 
as electricity is at work in millioii» 
of pieces of carbon all over onr 
great country, giving us light and 
comfort and safety. 

"Yes," continued the druggist, 
"I can't say that this is the most 
mnrvehius efTecl comi'ig direcll}- 
from carbon. No doubt you know 
that steel is a certain form of iron, 
but, like many ohler people, yon 
don't know exactly how it diffeis 
from ordinary iron. Well, the 
<lilTere:icc is that st.«-el is iron con- 
taining a verj' small proporiiou of 
carbon — fnnn .75 per cent, to 1 5 
percent — and thus the iron be- 
come^ very, very hard The sur- 
geon, the carpenlei the engraver, 
and everv one eKse who u.ses edged 
tools Wiiiild be in a serious pligiit if 
they had to depend on iron alone 
Willi steel, however, n keen edge 
can be secured. • 

The railroads in these days are 
almost all equipped with steel rails, 
which last longer than those of or- 
dinary iron. All our wonderful 
cruisers and battleships wear out>-ide 
cases of heavy steel plates. They 
are as strong as floating forts, and 
can withstand shocks and shots that 
would have ,sent an old-fashioned 
man-of-war to the .bottom. 

" So you see tdack, smudgy, wil- 
low charcoal, has interesting and 
useful relatives" — By Ralph Ben- 
inn in Si.

He was a member of the 
Chautauqua County Hist.'rioal 
Society, the N-'w York State Medi 
cal Society, the Aineri<-an Medical 
Association, the .American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
and the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb. He at>and<med the niedi- 
ical profession som»' years a^io to 
devote all his time to literary work

Portsmouth, O., Oct. 10.— Aflfr 
a nine weeks' search Sarah Purtee, 
a deaf and dun.b inmate of the 
('onnty Infirmary, who escapeil 
from that institution, 1ms been 
found living in a cave three miles 
east of this city. She was in a piti- 
able condition Her clothing wac 
in rags, and over her garments she 
wore two cofTee sacks to shield her 
body from the cold. Of sho^s she 
hsd scarcely a truce, and her feet 
ami legs were bleeding from eontaci 
with the rooks and bushes of the 
hills.

It is in- 
deed, a sat! case, and most likely 
her being sent to (he infirmany, 
where no one able to converse with 
her, and being in a lonely state, 
brought about the derangement of 
lier mind. All this could have 
been avoided, had her friends com 
plied wit'i the Conditions lo place 
her in the Home. 

"('harles Davis, Ivetter known as 
l.>ummy Davis, the fire bug, escap- 
ed from the stale hospital Saturday 
evening, abunt 5 o'cl.ck. He had 
been an inmate of the institution 
for the past four years, bavinu been 
placed iheie because of his mania 
for burning buililings 

"Davis is enf indy deaf anJ dumb. 
He was H well-known character 
about the city for n number of 
years. His psreins live on Bruck 
Street. He developed a mania IV.r 
burning buildings about leu years 
a«o, and wa» arrested on the charge 
of arson. He was dismis.se<l on a 
lunacy warrant nnd remanded to 
the s'ate hospital. 

"He WHS peimitted thelreedomof 
the grounds Satnnbiy af'ernooM for 
exercise and walked away. Police 
headquarters have b»en notified to 
look out for the man. He escaped 
about two yeai-a ago when he fired 
several houses on Main Street be- 
fore he was captured "
